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Recruiting Practices Hit by Two |WRA Offers Participation for 
Delegates from Athletic Ass’ns. ‘Every Woman on Campus’ 


Officials from two national ath- 
letic associations were on campus 
during the past weeks. 

Art Bergstrom and Al Duer, rep- 
resenting, the NCAA and NAIA 
respectively, were here at the in- 
vitation of the school to discuss the 
major problems of athletics in gen- 
eral, and the University in partic- 
war. 

Puer spent last Friday talking 
over the problems of recruiting, 
athictie budgets and “about ev- 
ery tovic concerning athictics that 
came to our mind,” said the Exec- 
utive Secretary of the NATA, 

Beresirom visited OU just be- 
fore Hoster vacation.

He sivessed that the NCAA p plans 
to give more attention to smaller 
color: in the future. 

“We feel that there is too much 
possib’' yy that the smaller schools 
are bear lett out of ibe athletic 
pietors." he comment et. 

Duer talked to all of the coaches 
and the faculty committee on ath- 
letics, 2 

He termed the intense competi- 


tion tr subsidy of athletes. “un-

-'hpe bermore, coleve presidents 


and al letic officials throughout 
the country are coming to realize 
that college sports will not sur- 
vive in the future if the various 
schools do not meet and agree on 
‘procurement of athletes on an 
equal basis.” 

“While this idea may not be 
popular with some of the big 
schools, the problem must never- 
theless be faced,” he added, 

“So many schools are limited 
by drawing power that the great 
bulk of athletes are going to only 
those sehools which can afford 
such a lnxury.” ; 

“Reckless: Race” 
_ Duer said that two problems are 
eontinually emphasized by an in- 
creasing number of college presi- 
denis: 

Lack of gate receipts. 

—Increasing costs for athleties.

Therefore any small institution is 
bound to have a fluctuating level 
of succes, What was originally in- 
tended as a means of providing col- 
lege athletics, in other words, the 
athietie program of a school, has 
turned into a reckless race to inake 
a name for the school,” he said, 
Interest ‘Not Lagging’ 
Dwner emphasized that the NATA 
is seeking to make athletics into 
a more well rounded program ‘in

stead of promoting competition 
among schools, 

“Where one institution has. out- 
standing suecess and others fail, 
the whole system falls,” Mr. Duer 
continued.
